The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Patentschrift 326160. Patentschrlft 326160 discloses a method for forming a fertilizer by 
reacting a heavy metal oxide with phosphoric acid and sodium carbonate. (See the 
English Abstract.) The difference between the process disclosed by Patentschrift 
326160, and that recited in applicant's claims, is that Patentschrift 326160 does not 
disclose that the heavy metal should be molybdenum. It would be obvious to select 
molybdenum as the heavy metal in the process of Patentschrift 326160, since it would 
be within the skill of one of ordinary skill in the art to determine suitable heavy metals to 
employ in the process. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The recitation of "selected from. ..and" is improper 
Markush terminology. Also, terms such as "preferably", "without seriously affecting 
product properties", "which may interfere with the process" and "optimally used" render 
the scope of the claims vague and indefinite. The various parenthetical expressions 
recited in the claims also render the scope of the claims vague and indefinite, since it is 
not clear as to whether the limitations in such parenthetical expressions are required by 
the claims.
